WEEKS SHALL WE BUBY ? 


The disposition of the dead has been a 


subject requiring the attention of the hu 
man family in all ages, climes and condi 
tions, and long before chemistry hac 
proven that decomposing animal matter 
was deleterious to the living, the fact 
must have been believed and known from 
observation. 
The most convenient anc 


inexpensive method that would naturally 
suggest itself, would be interment, and 
while fire has been and is still used oc- 
casionally for the quick destruction ol 
the body, (and the process is a most ex- 
cellent one, and certainly no more re- 
volting to sentiment than interment) and 
emb ilming has been practiced upon a few 
millions of the human race, yet burying 
in the ground has been almost the exclu- 
sive form, and perhaps will always remain 
so—the only problem being how this may 
be done to the least disadvantage to the 
suriiivors. 


Decomposition 
follows 
immediately 


upon death, and the process continues 
unabated until all animal matter is re- 
solved into its elements, the only neces- 
sary condition required being- moisture 
and a temperature ubbye freezing. 
Coin- 


cident witji this decay, and as a result of 
the chemical change taking place, enor- 
mous amounts of most foetid gases are 
disengaged, part of them passing into the 
atmosphere, and part absorbed by water 
and carried away in its various courses. 
These pases are mainly carbonic acid, 
sulphuretted hydrogen, phosphorous, sul- 
phur and ammonia. That these, or any 
of them, in a moderate degree of con- 
centration, are deleterious to heallh and 
destructive to life, is a fact so well known 
that no one will deny it; carbonic acid, 
perhaps, being the most deadly, animal 
and vegetable life being instantly struck 
dead in an undiluted measure of it. 
It is 


heavier than air, and naturally collects in 
depressions, wells, vaults, caves, &c., and 
loss of life is; not an uncommon accident 
occasioned by entering into them. Where 
it forms but a small percentage of the air, 
it causes physical disturbance, a fact well 
known to many in the dull headache fol- 
lowing bleeping in a room insufficiently 
ventilated, it being exhaled from the 
lungs. 


Hut there are othor and more occult 


poison-, than these that have been enu 
mcratcd. 
Poisons that the chemist does 


not isolate, but yet deadly^ and not,only 
deadly, but so contagious that the faintest 
contact rpri'ders the subject liable to the 
most virulent form of disease. 
Dissect- 


-An instance also is known of a _ 
actually within a churchyard where in- 
•terments have been made for many years, 
and for certainly twenty years, the sick- 
ness and fatality from that house has eim- 
ply been enormous. 
With the many 


changes, by death and otherwise, but few 
have escaped its deadly influence." 


The following from Bascom on Epi- 


demics will bear quoting :—"In the au- 
tumn of 1843, 
iu Minchinhampton, a 


graveyard was disturbed which had ex- 
isted five hundred years, 
fn rebuilding 


the church it was deemed expedient to 
iower tbe surface of the graveyard to 
within a foot or two of those buried. 
The earth so removed, of a dark color— 
saturated, in fact, with the product of 
human putrefaction—was, iu a fatal hour, 
devoted to the purposes of agriculture, 
tlbout 1000 cart loads were so employed, 
some on a new piece of burial ground to 
make the grass grow quickly, some as 
manure in the neighboring fields, some on 
the rector's garden, and some in that of 
the patron. The seeds of disease were 
thus widely sown, and the result was such 
as any person with common sense inigh 
lave expected. The diffusion of a inor- 
jid poison, which soon followed, was 
evinced by an outbreak of fever in this 
once healthy locality. 
The family of the 


rector and the inhabitants of the streets 
adjoining the churchyard were the first 
attacked, and were also tbe greatest suf- 
"erers. The rector lost his wife, a daugh- 
ter, and his gardeuer. The patron's gar- 
dener, who had been employed in tlie~un- 
seeml) act of dressing flower beds with 
luman manure, also died. The children 
who attended tbe school took the fever 
is they passed the upturned surface of 
he grave yard, went home and died, but 
[id not communicate the disease to those 
vho came near them. Seventeen deaths 
ccurred, and upwards of 200 children 
ad measles, scarlet fever and various 
eculiar eruptions.

lungs, or by way of the stomach in food 
or water, and whore the person to become 
infl-ctcd, did not touch the dead body at 
all.

dead from smallpox is infectious. 
Sup- 


pose an at >m of this morbid material is 
conveyed by an underground current of 
water from the grave to a neighboring 
well, can then; bo iin-ch doubt the person 
who imbibes it, if not stricken with dis- 
ease itself, will s.uffer constitutiima! dis- 
turbances ? , And what is true of this dis- 
ease would* certainly be or others. 
Diph- 


theria, scarlet fever, cholera are among 
the acutp diseases, and consumption, c-in- 
cer, 
and their allied chronic diseases, 


may have a focus from a single grave- 
yard, from which a train of results may 
proceed, that will be apalling. 
There is 


also voluminous evidence that these poi- 
sonous qualities exist long after death, 
and infection is retained iu the soil even 
after the entire decomposition of tlie 
body. 


Dr. lliccke, of Stuttgart, in a report 


on the Influence of Putrefactive Emana- 
tions on the health of mart, mentions the 
following incident: "In the year 1779, 
in a cemetery (in Paris) which yearly re- 
ceived from 2,000 to 3,000. corpses,'they 
dug an immense common grave near to 
that part of the cemetery which touches 
upon the Hue dp la Lingerie. 
The grave 


was fifty feet deep, and made to receive 
from 1,500 to 1,000 bodies. 
But in Feb- 


ruary, 1780, the whole of the cellars in 
the street w ere no longer fit for use. 
Can- 


dles were extinguished by the air in them, 
and those who only approached the aper- 
tures were immediately seized with the 
most alarming attacks. 
The evil was 


only diminished on the bodies being cov- 
ered with half a foot of lime, and all fur- 
ther interments forbidden." 
And subse- 


quently the bodies were disintered. 
Dr. 


Wickes says: "In 1814 a batallion of 
militia was stationed on a lot in Broad- 
way (New York), the rear of which was 
bounded on Potter's Field (now Washing- 
ton Square), from 
which arose a most 


deadly effluvium. 
A number of the sold- 


iers were attacked 
with diarrlwea and 


fever. 
They were removed at once. One 


of the sick died; the others rapidly re- 
covered." 
Dr. E. II 
Barton, in his re- 


port of the Sanitary Commission on the 
Epidemic Yellow Fever of 1853, in New 
Orleans, says • "In looking over the san- 
itary map accompanying this report, it 
appears that the Fourth District suffered 
more than double that of any other, the 
mortality being at the rate of 452 per 
1,000 of the population. In this district 
three extensive cemeteries exist, in which 
were buried the year before nearly three 
thousand bodies. 
It was in one of these 


that the offensive exposure of bodies oc- 
curred, so painful to the public. 
In the 


First ward of this district was a series of 
low, crowded and filthy pest houses, in- 
habited by the lowest class of people. 
The proportion of deaths here was 542 
per 1,000." 


Dr. Elisha Harris writes .—"Trinity 


churchyard, New York, has been the 
centre .of a very fatal prevalence of 
cholera, whenever the disease has oc- 
curred as an epidemic near or within a 
quarter of a mile of it. 
Trinity place, 


west of it; Rector street on its border: 
the streets west of Rector, and the occu- 
pants of the neighboring offices and com- 
mercial houses have suffered severely at 
eacn visitation of the pest, from 1832 to 
1854." 


Dr. Rauch says:—During the preva- 


lence of the cholera at Burlington, Iowa, 
in July, 1850, a number of the dead were 
interred in the city cemetery. No deaths 
occurred in its neighborhood until about 
twenty bad been buried there. 
After 


this, until tbs epidemic ceased, cases oc- 
curred, ajid^jilw.ays in the, direction ftoni 
the 'cemetery ib which-the wind blew. 


such a polluted atmosphere; and yet it is 
not an unusual custom to have a church 
located directly within a graveyard, and 
which has been used as such for genera- 
tions." 


The evil effects of placing the dead so 


close to the living has been pointed 
out 


by the wise and discerning from time im- 
morial. 
Adam Clark at the beginning of 


this centuary said, "No burying places 
should be to erated within cities or towns, 
much less in or about 
churches and 


chapels. 
This custom is exceedingly in- 


jurious to the inhabitants, and especially 
to those who frequent public worship in 
such churcUes and chapels. 
God,decency 


and health forbid-this shocking abomina- 
tion. 
I ara assured, from long observa- 


tion,'that ctiorihes and chapels -situated 
in graveyards are perfectly unwholesome, 
and many by attending such places are 
shortening tlieir passage to the house ap- 
pointed for all the living." In 
many 


parts of Europe the governments have 
enacted laws Forbidding cemeteries with- 
in certain bounds. 
In France a well 


must not be dug within 327 feet of a 
burial place and in some parts of Ger- 
many it inust not be nearer 
than 
1,000 


feet. 
In London no cemetery 
can be 


nnde within 600 feet of a dwelling house 
without the consent of the owner. 
It is 


idle to hunt with microscope for causes 
for obscure or simple diseases and to 
st'irtle m.iukind with the discovery of a 
genii , or to theorize and dignify the re- 
Siilt with as inexpressive a name as ma- 
laria, when a cause which will always 
produce a result lies hidden frnm sight by 
a low shovelfuls of earth 
to decay, and 


poison earth, air and water for hundreds 
of feet about it. 
The remedy is plqin. 


The living and the dead cannol, long oc- 
cupy the same ground. 
The one must 


succumb or the other ba removed. 
If 


the graveyard has such hallowed associa- 
tions' that to disturb it would be 
sac- 


rilege, 
then 
law-making bodies must 


keep capital a thousand feet from its 
confines that it may not erect chacnel 
houses for the ignorant and unsuspecting. 
Or, if dwelling houses, or places for pub- 
lic resort, are already in close proximity 
to the graveyard and are to be continued 
in use, if sanitary conditions are to be 
considered, 
then interments 
must be 


stopped by the strong arm of the law if 
those in charge have no regard for the 
health of their fellow men. 
It will not 


do in the last quarter of the nineteenth 
centuary to plead ignorance of a fact so 
generally proven—to dispute one which 
is in such entire accord with reason and 
experience "

In speaking o] 


ts first, we notice from the signal service 
record,' that the average temperature ol 
winter for six years was 52 degrees, for 
summer, 67 degrees. Tho average dif- 
ference between winter and summer is 
but 15 degrees. The temperature seldom 
gets to the freezing point in winter or t< 
100 in summer. 
The cool sea breeze in 


summer gives an evenness to the temper- 
ature. There is really neither winter nor 
summer hero, but year in and year out is 
one continual season similar to the Indian 
summer of the eastern States. 
Spring, 


summer and winter aru so much alike— 
blending so gradually and imperceptibly 
into each other that one can hardly realize 
what season of the year it is without a re- 
sort to memory. We have heard many 
new corners give expression to their as- 
tonishment in tones rather ludicrous. 
Flowers bloom in profusion all the.year, 
aud as an evidence that but little cold 
weather is experienced, we see sub-tropi- 
cal plants growing out doors in the yards 
and hedges, such as heliotropes, fuchsias, 
floripondias, geraniums and French roses 
that bud and bloom all through the year. 
We have seen hedges of geraniums six to 
eight feet high, and roses climbing around 
second story windows. 
Tomatoes bear 


all the year, and for two and three years 
on the same vines. 
Castor beans continue 


to grow and bloom from year to year until 
the stocks get to be as much as six inches 
in diameter. 
Sorghum continues to grow 


from the same stock 
for years. 
Ripe 


strawberries arc gathered every month in 
the year. 
All kinds of garden vegetables 


grow all the year, and are sold fiesh from 
the gardens every day. "Spring chickens" 
are a misname here, for they are raised all 
the year around, and to distinguish the 
young fowls from the old in the market, 
they are called "friars." 


The lawns, fields and 
olnfTs are the 


greenest in the winter months, and more 
.lay is fed in the summer, when the eirth 
is dry and parched, tli in 
in

Vegetables of every de- 


scription grow readily, and produce pro- 
digious crops. The upland, called mesa, 
is the land usually sown to wheat. 
The 


level and low lands usually are put into 
vineyards, orchards and groves, and when 
properly cared for, soon become valuable. 
The larger tracts of land are being sub- 
divided into five, ten and twenty acre lots, 
and sold to settlers for fruit raising pur- 
poses ; in this way the country is settling 
up very thickly. 
Those lands within five 


miles of the city sell, unimproved, for 
$100 to $300 per acre: when improved 
and set in trees or vines, and have five to 
six years cultivation, with good dwelling 
and nice surroundings, they will sell at 
from $800 to $1,000 per acre; especially 
is this so for five to ten acre lots. 
The 


income from a vineyard, after being set 
three jears, is frequently $100 per acre 
net, and from an orange, lemon, and fruit 
farm, after five years growth, $300 to 
$500 per acre. 
One man can do all the 


necessary work to take care of ten acres 
in fruit. It is to cultivate the trees every 
year two to four times, aud to irrigate 
th«m more or less. It has been said that 
a new beginner here can fix up a neat.

A Bombay physician, W. G. Balfour, 


recently pointed out that the use of cer- 
tain kinds of fish in some seasons of the 
year seemed to play a part in the produc- 
tion of cholera, 
He has since discovered 


in the blood of one of these fish bacterial 
organisms resembling those found by Dr. 
Koch iu the intestines of cholera patients 
in Egypt. 


Mons. Cattailhac has given the French 


Academy of Science a description of 
some old flint mines near Mur-de-Barrcz, 
Aveyron, which yield evidence of work- 
ing by miners of the stone age.

mentioned as tho first discovery of pre- 
historic mines in France.

troduction will exceed the estimate b 
one million. The greatest sale of th 
notes is in the small towns, from whic 
they are sent to the large eities,. 
Durin 


the second week in December "more tha 
20,000 were paid at the New York Cit 
Post Office. 


The officials who were interested inth 


issue of money orders feared that th 
postal notes would largely supercede th 
money orders and therefore were not fav 
arable to them. 
But reports from tei 


principal offices show that the decrease ii 
money orders is only twelve to fouiteei 
per cent. 
Before the use of postal note 


began postage stamps, were largely use< 
in making small remittances by mail, bu 
the notes are now generally used in thi 
way instead of stamps. 
No case of al 


teration or counterfeiting has come to tb 
knowledge of the department and only 
half a dozen cases of loss and reissue 
have occurred during the first three 
months of their circulation. The life o: 
a postal note—that is, the period elapsing 
between the date of its issue and its 
presentation for payment—averages abou 
eleven days. 
The life of the English 


postal note is six days. 
The difference is 


accounted for by *he difference in size 01 
the two countries.

TERRIBLE BOIPWBECK-OT UTXH 


LOHT. 


The steamship City of Columbus, which 


sailed from Boston for Savannah,on Thurs- 
day afternoon, went ashore on Gay Head, 
on Friday morning at a quarter befoio 
four o'clock and was wrecked, and 97 
lives lost. 
Inhere were 126 on board and 


but 29 were saved. Eugene McG^rry,. 
one of the saved steerage passengers, 
gives the following graphic account of the 
experiences of the survivors who took the 
r'gg'Dg) and what they saw. 
He laid • 


"I went on deck as soon as I was able 
after the vessel struck, and made up my 
mind to stay forward. Tbe wave* carpe 
tumbling over the deck, sweeping 'away 
one person after another, and wfieri ode' 
of the boats was almost ready to launch 
it was turned over, and a number of 
women sank from sight. They were the 
only ones I saw come out of the cabin.' 
Some were held back by their husbands, 
who thought it was death to go above, 
and were drowned in the cabin. For a 
while I stayed on tire-forward decVuear 
the pilot-house, which seemed to be the 
safest place, but after ' some - time had 
passed all who had gathered there found 
they must climb aloft. 
Some of us went 


up the mainmast and some the foremasti 
and crooked our arms and legs through 
the ropes, and while we sat'there we 
passed words of encouragement to'each 
other. The sea broke over the vSssel, 
and we saw the cabin and' pilot-h"6use 
swept away. One popr fellow <;lung to'the 
rail and resisted one wave after another. 
It seemed to me he was there half an 
hour, making a desperate fight for his life. 
He could not move to a better place, and 
was finally lost. At first there may have 
been thirty men in the rigging, but 'one 
after another got discouraged and helpless 
and dropped into the water. 
Some 'of ns 


clapped our hands together to pre*ent 
freezing, and kicked our foot against the 
masts. 
One man died 
while sitting 


among us. 
When we were seen tiy'the 


life boat rnen and the crew of the revenue 
cutter, and the little boats drew as near 
as was safe, we had to jump into the sea 
and swim for our lives. I had taken off 
my coat and shoes and waited till my 
brother made the attempt before t tried. 
He sank, but when I jumped a big. Billow 
carried me a long distance, and [one of 
the boatmen caught me with a boajt hook, 
and pulled me near enough for tlje,-<crqw 
to pull me aboard."

The sixth annual meeting of the share- 


liolders of the Bristol Library was hold 
in the library room on last Thursday 
evening. The report of the Board of 
Managers was read and approved. It is 
as follows: 


To the Shareholders .-—Since the last 


annual meeting the affairs of the Library 
have been conducted without material 
change from the established methods. 
} our board of Managers have endeavored 
to use judiciously the means at their 
command, and in every way to meet the 
requirements of a well-ordered Library. 


The former librarian, Mr. Muncey, hav- 


ing resigned, Miss Nellie O. Thomas was 
elected to fill the vacancy. Since her 
installation in May the Library has been 
open daily, (except Sundays and holidays) 
tliereby extending its advantages and fa- 
cilities to its patrons. 


The list of shareholders, which is al- 


ways variable, shows a diminished number 
from that of last year. 
Although 162 


shares were then reported, eleven of that 
number were practically void bv forfeit- 
uie, leaving 151 actual shares. The num- 
ber now is 142. 
To these may be added 


14 annual subscription members, making 
a total of 156 of the two classes of share- 
holders. 
Seven new shares have been 


sold during the year and five shares have 
been transferred, against.seven sales and 
nine transfers last year. 
Sixteen shares 


have become void, either by voluntary 
relinquisbment, or in consequence of re- 
moval. 


It may be interesting to know that the 


original number of subscribers to the 
enterprise was 140 ; but twelve of those 
failed to comply with the provisions of 
tin; constitution, so that the number of 
actual members in the beginning was 128. 
Of this original number only 54 are 
among the existing shareholders, 74, 
owing to causes incident to the vicissi- 
tudes of life, having disappeared from the 
list since 1878. 
Their places have been 


more than filled by 88 other regular mem- 
bers. 


During the past year the Library has 


bean more generously patronized than 
heretofore, thus assuring us of its increas.

to solva the problem of regulation. *We 
have had high tax and low lav, but all 
the time nothing but sin tax, and no 
matter how high the tax, we have had 
more sin than tax."

class B. 815 times, an increase of 5; 
class C. 2,845 times, an increase of 1,060; 
class F. 635 times, an increase of 73; 
class G. 564 times, an increase of 532. 
Tho last named class represents the mag- 
azines. 


(Singular as it may seem, the percentage 


of increase of class A, over class 0. is 
1 .37. The above figures do uot show the 
relative number of readers of the different 
classes, nor the number of pages their 
diligence mastered. The works of the 
higher classes are usually of greater mag- 
nitude and more voluminous than the 
others, and necessarily require a longer 
time for their' perusal. The number of 
shares used during the past year, includ- 
ing the subscriptions, was 148 ; during 
tlie year previous it was 141. The aver- 
age number of books taken out on each 
share in 1881 was 23 : in 1882, it was 22; 
last year it was 33, whiuh indicates a ma- 
terial increase of each share's active use 


The Library now contains 1,794 works 


In 2,183 volumes, an increase of 568 
works and 795 volumes over last year. 
The entire cost of all the books was 
$1,414.51, or 65 cents per volume. Class 
K. is uot included in the above enumera- 
tion, which represents that interesting 
field of literature known as "Patent Office 
Reports." 


The applications on the Request Book 


in the past year number 232, of which 
115 were ordered. The year before the 
requests numbered 133, and the year pre- 
vious to that 88. 


The Treasurer's report shows that the 


amount of money received during the 
year, as 
voluntary contributions, was 


$247.50, which has been of essential ser- 
vice to the managers in their work of 
augmenting the value and scope of the 
Library. The important aid thus ren- 
,dert-d by its numerous friends, who desire 
to promote its welfare and to extend its 
capacity for usefulness, and for giving en- 
joyment, is recognized as a substantial 
help worthy of the fullest appreciation. 


We have the gratifying assurance, ac- 


cording to the Librarian's report to the 
Managers, that "no books have been lost 
or seriously abused; that everything in 
connection with the Library seems to be 
working smoothly ; that she has heard of 
no complaints, and has bad no difficulties 
in any way." This is pleasing evidence 
in fuvor of the good nature and amiability 
of all concerned, 


It is safe to assert that the Library has 


passed beyond the stage of experiment, 
and all its conditions are a prophecy of 
its permanence. Although its member- 
ship has shown a noteworthy variation 
froir time to time, it is cheering to ob- 
serve that its standard has been steadily 
maintained. A striking proof in favor of 
its vitality is the constant increase in the 
use of the .books, which is the principal 
feature of all libraries, and a leading 
proof of its flourishing condition. With 
favoring circumstances in the future, 
equal to those of the past, its growth and 
usefulness will happily expand, and more 
and more it will prove its beneficence as 
a source of instruction and enjoyment, of 
individual advantage and social welfare.
